the Florida Panhandle. 

BP Chairman Lamar McKay 
raised faint hope that the spill 
might be stopped more quickly by 
lowering a hastily manufactured 
dome to the ruptured wellhead in 
the next six to eight days, contain- 
ing the oil and then pumping it to 
the surface. Such a procedure has 
been used in some well blowouts 
but never at the mile-deep waters 
of this disaster. 

Obama vowed that his admin- 
istration would require well owner 
BP America to bear all costs. “Your 
government will do whatever it 
takes for as long as it takes to stop 
this crisis,” he said. 

“BP is responsible for this 
leak. BP will be paying the bill,” 
Obama said. 

“We’re going to do everything 
in our power to protect our natural 
resources, compensate those who 
have been harmed, rebuild what 
has been damaged and help this 
region persevere like it has done 
so many times before,” Obama 
said.

Flooding conditions

Memphis, Tenn. 

Seven people were killed in Ten- 
nessee and three in northern Mis- 
sissippi by a line of storms that 
brought heavy flooding and torna- 
dos to the region over the weekend. 
More rain and storms loomed Sun- 


day as emergency officials in Ten- 
nessee sought help from the state’s 
Army National Guard, and urged 
people to stay off roads and inter- 
state highways that had turned 
into raging rivers. 

At a Sunday news conference, 
Tennessee Gov. Phil Bredesen said 
it will likely be days before flood- 
waters recede enough to thorough- 
ly assess the damage to roads and 
bridges.

firmed seven deaths. At least three 
people are missing after being 
swept away by floodwaters, and 
one of them is presumed dead by 
the Tennessee Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency, which would bring 
the death toll to eight. 

Meanwhile, National Guard and 
Tennessee Highway Patrol heli- 
copters with hoisting capabilities 
were on standby to rescue people 
from the floodwaters that covered 
city streets and left cars stranded 


on interstate highways that had 
turned into rivers. 

In northern Mississippi, offi- 
cials reported three people died 
when possible tornadoes hit early 
Sunday. 

A line of strong thunderstorms 
Saturday dumped at least 10 inches 
of rain on Memphis and produced 
tornadoes and hail along the Mis-

Marathon Halted Briefly 
By Scare at Finish Line 


Pittsburgh 

A suspicious device near the finish 
line of the Pittsburgh Marathon on 
Sunday prompted police to briefly 
stop the race after it had begun. The 
device was disabled and police said 
it was not believed to have been an 
actual explosive. 

The device, in a small micro- 
wave oven, was spotted Sunday 
morning on the sidewalk next to 
the Greyhound bus station after 
the race leaders had finished the 
course, police Lt. Kevin Kraus 
said. 

The bomb squad determined 
there were contents that resem- 
bled an explosive, and the area was 
evacuated, Kraus said. He declined 
to describe the materials that con- 
cerned authorities. 

“Certainly, from what we did 
see on the X-rays, we were highly 
concerned,” he said. 

Kraus said police stopped the 
26.2-mile race in the area for 
10 to 12 minutes. The competition

resumed after the bomb squad used 
a robot to disable the device and 
the area was cleared shortly before 
11 a.m., he said. 

“At this point, we believe it was 
not an actual explosive device, but 
we are still evaluating the micro - 
wave and its contents,” Kraus said. 
He said surveillance cameras in 
the area were being examined to 
try to find out who put the device 
there.

China Tightens 
School Security 
After Attacks 

Beijing 

When classes resume in China this 
week, police officers and vans will 
be stationed outside school gates in 
the bustling southwestern city of 
Chongqing while newly installed 
video surveillance and intruder 
alarms will be keeping watch over 
classrooms in eastern Fujian. 

Chinese authorities have 
ordered school security to be 
tightened nationwide, part of the 
government’s effort to calm pub- 
lic fears after three back-to-back 
attacks on schools last week that 
left dozens of children injured. 

The latest attack occurred Fri- 
day, when a farmer used a motorcy- 
cle to break down the gate of a pri- 
mary school in Weifang and hit five 
students with a hammer. He then 
poured gasoline over his body and 
burned to death, reports said, (ap) 


Rescue package from 
EU, IMF is meant to 
prevent crisis’ spread 

London 

Greece has negotiated a massive 
financial rescue package with the 
European Union and the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund, a $145 bil- 
lion deal aimed at preventing the 
country’s debt crisis from engulf- 
ing other nations in Europe. 

The agreement gives Greece 
loans over several years, money des- 
perately needed because the coun- 
try, already staggered by unsus- 
tainable deficits, can no longer 
borrow easily. 

In exchange, Greek officials 
have promised to continue with 
austerity measures that, among 
other things, already have cut 
pensions and raised tax revenues, 
though the early steps have been 
met with angry demonstrations 
from protesters in Athens. 

Greek Prime Minister George 
Papandreou is leading the push to 
sell the reforms to his constituents, 
even as opponents unleashed a vio- 


lent public backlash this weekend 
with tens of thousands of protest- 
ers taking to Athens streets. 

“I have done and will always do 
whatever it takes for the country not 
to go bankrupt,” he said on Sun- 
day. “I know that with the decisions 
today our citizens must suffer great- 
er sacrifices. The alternative, how- 
ever, would be catastrophe.” 

The rescue amounts to the first 


time the nations that use the euro 
will have come to the aid of one 
of their own since the creation of 
Europe’s principal currency 11 years 
ago. It is aimed at staving off the 
possibility, raised by economists 
and investors, that Greek’s trou- 
bles could in turn spook investors 
in Portugal, Spain and Italy, creat- 
ing a financial contagion that could 
stifle the European economy. 


It remains uncertain, though, 
whether the Greek deal will ulti- 
mately prove enough to restore con- 
fidence in the finances of European 
nations and other developed coun- 
tries, which are now at the worst 
levels since World War II amid 
hikes in spending and drops in tax 
collection following the global eco- 
nomic crisis.

Prime minister hopes 
to end weeks-long 
standoff in Bangkok 

Bangkok 

Thailand’s prime minister said 
Sunday the government was pre- 
paring to clear an area of Bang- 
kok defended by thousands of anti- 
government protesters, seeking to 
end a crisis that has virtually par- 
alyzed the capital. 

Many Thais have grown frus- 
trated with the stalemate, which has 
dragged on for nearly eight weeks, 
claiming the lives of at least 27 peo- 
ple and costing the country millions 
of dollars. It has sparked concerns 


of a flare-up of civil unrest. 

“We are sending a clear signal 
that we have given people enough 
time to leave [the occupied zone]. 
We are now in the process of seal- 


ing off and cutting off support 
before we actually move in,” Prime 
Minister Abhisit Vejjajiva said. 

Thousands of so-called Red 
Shirt protesters have occupied a 


barricaded encampment in the 
commercial heart of Bangkok, cen- 
tered on its most upmarket shop- 
ping district, forcing the closure of 
several malls and hotels. 

Abhisit declined to elaborate 
on an earlier announced plan to 
end the crisis, which he said did 
not include the declaration of mar- 
tial law. In an emergency meeting 
Sunday, the Cabinet approved spe- 
cial funding for the police to con- 
tain the demonstrators. 

The protesters, mostly from the 
rural and urban poor, view the gov- 
ernment as an illegitimate puppet 
of Bangkok’s elite and the military. 
They are demanding Abhisit resign, 
dissolve Parliament and call new 
elections, denis d. gray (ap)

New Diet Planned 
For D.C. Students 


Council set to enact 
mandates for menus, 
physical education 

Washington 

The D.C. Council plans to give final 
approval Tuesday to school nutri- 
tion and physical education stan- 
dards that would be among the 
strictest in the country, mandat- 
ing that low-calorie and low-fat 
meals be served to about 71,000 
students and eventually tripling 
the time they are required to spend 
exercising. 

School menus would favor a 
locally grown tomato over a Tater 
Tot, and the bill would ban trans 
fats, and limit sodium and satu- 
rated fats. City public and char- 
ter schools would have to meet the 
federal “gold standard” for lunches, 
which requires that a different fruit 
and vegetable be served every day, 
and that only low-fat or nonfat milk 
and whole grains be offered. 


The schools would be encour- 
aged to buy organic produce from 
farms in Maryland and Virginia. 

The measure was inspired by 
first lady Michelle Obama’s efforts 
to have children eat healthier foods 
and exercise more, and it would 
move breakfast from the cafete- 
ria to the classroom in many D.C. 
schools to improve participation. 

Officials said the program, esti- 
mated to cost as much as $23 mil- 
lion over four years, could be paid 
for through a citywide soda tax. 

Council member Mary M. Cheh, 
D-Ward 3, who sponsored the legis- 
lation, said she will propose a pen- 
ny-per-ounce tax on soda, an idea 
that appears to have broad coun- 
cil support. In a preliminary vote 
two weeks ago, the 13-member 
council gave unanimous backing 
to the Healthy Schools Act, with- 
out a soda tax attached. Members 
are rushing to give it final approv- 
al so that school leaders could 
implement the rules in the fall.

Washington Times Up for Sale 



Unification Church is 
in talks to sell paper 
after turbulent period 

Washington 

Executives at the Washington 
Times are negotiating to sell the 
newspaper, which was founded 
in 1982 and funded by the Rev. 
Sun Myung Moon’s Unification 
Church. 

Nicholas Chiaia, a member of 
the newspaper’s two-person board 
of directors, said in a statement that 
executives recently entered into dis- 
cussions with “a number of parties 
interested in either purchasing or 
partnering with the Washington 
Times.” 

Chiaia released the statement 
to The Washington Post, which 
reported Saturday that the Times 
was seeking buyers. Times spokes- 
man Don Meyer confirmed Chia- 
ia’s statement. 

Last week. Publisher Jonathan 
Slevin left the newspaper, saying the 
board had been playing an “intru- 
sive role” in day-to-day affairs. 


At the beginning of the year, the 
Times cut more than 40 percent of 
its staff The newspaper eliminat- 
ed its sports section and most local 
coverage as part of a new strate- 
gy to focus on politics, business, 
cultural issues and investigative 
reporting. 

The paper has often been viewed 
as a conservative alternative to the 


much larger Washington Post. 

In late January, the Times hired 
Sam Dealey, a journalist and fellow 
at the conservative Hoover Institu- 
tion, as its top editor. He was pre- 
viously a contributor at U.S. News 
and World Report and served as an 
editorial writer for the Asian edition 
of the Wall Street Journal and for 
the Washington Times, (ap)

That ‘For Sale’ Sign Won’t Cut It 



Today’s competitive 
market requires extra 
effort to sell a house 

Personal Finance 

You’re finally ready to sell your 
house. Unfortunately, so are your 
neighbor and the couple down 
the street. 

This means you have to work 
harder at it than just a few years 
ago when putting a “For Sale” sign 
on your lawn might have been 
enough. A slow economy and a 
record level of foreclosures have 
caused the supply of housing to 
exceed demand in many mar- 
kets. So, competition among sell- 
ers is fierce. 

Ultimately, desperate measures 
may be required to sell a home, 
including accepting a big loss to get 
a deal done. But even in a challeng- 
ing market, anybody’s house can be 
sold, says Loren Keim, a real estate 
broker in Allentown, Pa. 

Here’s a look at the rules of 
home-selling in the post-bub- 
ble era. 


Do I Hire a Broker? 

It may be tempting to avoid the 5 
to 7 percent sales commission that 
brokers charge. But think hard 
about going this route unless you 
have a buyer already lined up. 

Homeowners selling on their 
own also can’t advertise on the 
popular online real estate sites. 
You’ll also need to handle every- 
thing from advertising to negoti- 


ating the deal. What’s more, you 
must be available for frequent 
home showings. 

Should I Make Repairs? 

Fix or replace anything that’s bro- 
ken, leaking or cracked. And don’t 
let little items go unfixed, figuring 
no one will notice. 

If you’re not a do-it-yourselfer, 
hire a handjmian. Don’t be cheap. A 


buyer’s offer that’s lowered by your 
home’s shortcomings may cost you 
more than the repairs. 

How Do I Set the Price? 

Set the price low if you want your 
house to move. You and your real 
estate agent should check online to 
see what buyers have paid recently 
for homes similar to yours. That’s 
often a better gauge than the list 
prices of houses still on the mar- 
ket, because many of those won’t 
sell in a slow environment. 

Leave room for negotiation. 
Buyers expect you to come down 
in price and may cite the cost of 
extra work needed on the house 
to insist on it. 

Should 1 Risk Two Loans? 

Although it’s advisable to do every- 
thing you can to sell your home 
before you buy another, it may not 
always be possible. 

Ultimately, it may be safest to 
consider renting a home or other 
housing unit until the old home is 
sold and your financing is readi- 
ly available to make a purchase.

Big Apple’s Big Scare 

Authorities hunt for leads after the failed Times Square bomb plot 


New York 

Police investigating the failed car 
bomb left in Times Square have 
videotape of a possible suspect 
shedding clothing in an alley and 
putting it in a bag, and found a 
substance that resembled fertil- 
izer in the parked SUV, New York 
City Police Commissioner Ray- 
mond Kelly said Sunday. 

Kelly said officers were on the 
way to a Pennsylvania town to talk 
to a tourist who might have record- 
ed the suspect on his video camera. 
The video shows a white man in his 
40s taking off one shirt, revealing 
another underneath. 

The commissioner said there’s 
no evidence that a Pakistani Tali- 
ban videotaped claim to the failed 
car bombing is valid. 

Police found the SUV parked on 


one of the prime blocks for Broad- 
way shows such as “The Lion King” 
on Saturday night. Thousands of 
tourists were cleared from the area 
for 10 hours. The bomb was dis- 
mantled, and no one was hurt. 

The SUV contained three barbe- 
cue-grill-sized propane tanks; fire- 
works; two filled 5-gallon gasoline 
containers; and two clocks with 
batteries, electrical wire and other 
components, police said. Timers 
were connected to a 16 -ounce can 
filled with the fireworks, which were 


apparently intended to set the gas 
cans and propane afire, Kelly said. 

“Clearly, it was the intent of 
whoever did this to cause mayhem, 
to create casualties,” Kelly said at 
a news conference. 

He said New Yorkers are lucky 
that the bomb did not fully deto- 
nate because it “looks like it would 
have caused a significant fireball.” 
He said the vehicle would have 
been “cut in half’ by an explosion 
and people nearby could have been 
sprayed by shrapnel and killed. 


Taliban-Planned? 

U.S. officials raced to determine 
whether the attempted car bomb- 
ing in Times Square was tied to inter- 
national terrorism. ATaliban group, 
Tehrik-i Taliban Pakistan, claimed re- 
sponsibility, citing revenge for the kill- 
ings of two senior leaders of al-Qaeda 
in Iraq. But experts doubted the group 
could organize a plot to avenge deaths 
that occurred less than two weeks 

ago. (THE WASHINGTON POST)

“It wasn’t an accident,” he said. 
“It was somebody who brought this 
to the location to send a message to 
terrorize people in the area.” 

Police also found eight bags of 
an unknown substance in a gun 
locker that was in the smoking SUV, 
Kelly said. The substance “looks 
and feels” like fertilizer, he said, 
but tests were pending. 

Kelly said surveillance video 
shows the vehicle entering the area 
at 6:28 p.m. Saturday, and a ven- 
dor pointed the SUV out to an offi- 
cer about two minutes later, at the 
height of dinner hour before the- 
atergoers head to Saturday night 
shows. He said the license plate 
on the SUV belongs to a car that is 
being repaired in Connecticut. 

Duane Jackson, a 58-year-old 
handbag vendor from Buchanan, 
N.Y., said he noticed the car and 
wondered who had left it there. 

“That was my first thought: 
Who sat this car here?” Jack- 
son said Sunday. Jackson said he 
looked in the car and saw keys in 
the ignition with 19 or 20 keys on 
a ring. He said he alerted a pass- 
ing mounted police officer. 

They were looking in the car 
“when the smoke started coming 
out and then we heard the littie pop, 
pop, pop like firecrackers going out, 
and that’s when everybody scat- 
tered and ran back,” he said. 

“Now that I saw the propane 
tanks and the gasoline, what if that 
would have ignited?” Jackson said. 
“I’m less than 8 feet away from the 
car. We dodged a bullet here.” (ap)

Marlins Rough Up the Nationals 


Washington loses 
series as Lannan is 
hit hard once again 

The Nationals 

By designation, John Lannan is 
the Washington Nationals’ best 
starter, the pitcher they hand- 
ed the ball to on opening day, the 
most reliable fixture of their rota- 
tion for two seasons. By the num- 
bers, black and white and cruel, 
Lannan this season has pitched 
like one of the majors’ least effec- 
tive starters. 

Lannan’s struggles contin- 
ued Sunday afternoon at Sun Life 
Stadium in a 9-3 Nationals loss to 
the Florida Marlins, saddling the 
Nationals with consecutive defeats 
for the first time since April 14. 
The Nationals will return to Wash- 


ington after they settled for a 3-3 
road trip and only their third los- 
ing series of the season. 

The Marlins scored six runs off 
Lannan in five innings while Flori- 
da ace Josh Johnson shut down the 
Nationals after they took a two-run 
lead in the second 
inning. In front of 
13,1695 the Nation- 
als lost on consec- 
utive days for the 
first time this sea- 
son. On Sunday, 
though, they could not overcome 
the parade of base runners Lan- 
nan allowed. 

In the third inning, the Mar- 
lins batted around the order, scor- 
ing four runs despite leaving the 
bases loaded. Hanley Ramirez 
delivered the key blow, a three- 
run home to center field, his first 
of two for the game.

After he escaped the fourth by 
allowing only a double, the Marlins 
tuned up Lannan again in the fifth. 
He allowed four consecutive hits with 
one out, two singles and two doubles. 
He retired the side only after Ronny 


Paulino was caught in a rundown 
and Johnson, the pitcher, struck out. 
Twelve of the final 20 batters Lan- 
nan faced reached base. 

Lannan’s statistics this sea- 
son form a dismal conclusion.

Chuck Palahniuk has had a pretty 
conflicted relationship with Hol- 
lywood over the years. In 1999, 
director David Fincher adapted 
his debut novel, “Fight Club,” and 
introduced the then-obscure Pacific 
Northwest writer as a generation- 
al mouthpiece. 

It took a decade to bring Palah- 
niuk back to the silver screen, this 
time with “Choke” in 2009. It 
passed unnoticed from theaters to 
DVD and, finally, to obscurity. 

So, Palahniuk is not really 
burning bridges with his latest 
novel, the slim “Tell-All,” a send-

up of trashy, dishy Holl 3 rwood “lie- 
ographies.” 

Sequestered in her New York 
townhouse with a procession of 
interchangeable Pekingese pets, 
Katherine Kenton is the celebri- 
ty goddess in bad decline. Over- 
seeing every aspect of her life is 
Hazie Coogan, the maid who nar- 
rates “Tell-All” and claims to have 
inspired, even invented “my Miss 


Kathie.” 

The problem with satirizing the 
decadence of old tell-alls is that 
it’s all been done before. Real life 
trumps “Tell-All” at every turn: 
Nothing here is as bizarre as How- 
ard Hughes, as tragic as Montgom- 
ery Clift or as outrageous as Lillian 
Heilman, whose 1969 autobiog- 
raphy, “An Unfinished Woman” 
reportedly inspired “Tell-All.” 

Still, Palahniuk writes imag- 
inatively, embarking on lengthy 
riffs about imaginary stage and 
screen productions involving too 
many half-forgotten celebrities to 
name. The absurdity of these pas- 
sages provides the novel’s headiest 
entertainment, but mostly “Tell-All” 
comes across as disengaged and 
disingenuous, with little regard for 
any of his characters as humans.
